Avery, Tompkins, ami Saltimrsh, are contractors Tor 
transporting the mail on several routes ; among which 
are the routes from Petersburg, Va. by YVarren ton, N . C. 
and Raleigh, to Fayetteville, 20.! mites, constituting a 
¡art of the main d uly line between the northern and 
southern States, to .Now Orleans. These routes are in­ 
volved in their contract with other routes, which do not 
belong to the rmin southern mail line, at a round sum for 
the whole, without deleting the proposition which belongs 
to each separure route. 
One of their contracts is for running four times a week, 
in lour horse post coaches, between Petersburg and War* 
renton, 65 miles ; for running four times a week between 
Warrenton and Raleigh, 67 miles, in four hors 3 post 
coaches; for running daily between Raleigh and Fay. 
ettcville, («1 miles, in four horse post coaches; for running 
three times a week between Halifax and Raleigh, 6(j 
m ies, in four horse post coaches; and for the whole of 
these five routes, they were to recieve $24,000 a year. 
Another is for running three times a week between Nash­ 
ville and Tarborough, N. C. 28 miles, in two horse stages, 
at $1.60 a year; and for running once a week on horse­ 
back, between Enfield and Tarborough, 24 miles« at $70 
a year. 
These contracts all bear date October 20, 1830, 
to commence January 1, 1831, and tocontinuc four years. 
From the first of the above routes tiiey were required 
to run a cross mail, diverging from the main route at 
Diamond («rove, nine miles, toGholsonvilte, for which an 
additional allowance was made of $160 a year. 
The routes from Petersburg to Warrenton, and from 
Warrenton to Raleigh, I 12 miles, were afterwards di­ 
rected to be run daily, instead of four times a week, and 
to be so expedited as to gain a half of an hour each way. 
The route from Nashville to Tarborough, 28 miles, was 
directed to be run in four horse post coaches, instead of 
two horse stages. 
The route trom Enfield to Tarbo­ 
rough, 21 in lies, was directed to be performed three 
times a week in four horse post coaches, instead of once 
a week on horse hack. 
For these several improvements, 
the contractors were allowed an additional compensa­ 
tion at the rate of $8,000 a year. W hether this allowance 
was greater than what law and equity would warrant, 
is a proper subject of inquiry ; a pro rata allowance for 
three additional trips per week between Petersburgh and 
Raleigh, via Warrenton, provided no ruore is allowed for 
carrying the great mail on the main line than for collat­ 
eral mail lines, would amount to about 7,000 dollars— 
without increase of expedition. This would leave 2,000 
dollars applicable to the improvement of the route from 
Nashville to Tarborough, 28 miles, from a two horse 
stage, to a four horse post coach line, and for the es­ 
tablishment of a four horse post coach line three times 
a week from Enfield to Tarborough, 24 miles, instead of 
a horse mail once a week, and for the increase of expedi­ 
tion. 
There is no rule by which a pro rata can lie estab­ 
lished between a horse route and a coach route, nor for an 
increase of expedition. 
The contractors furnished satis ! 
factory evidence to the Department that the improve- ' 
merit increased their expense equal to the allowance 
which was made, and there is no cause to doubt it. 
From the 1st of April, 1832, it was deemed advisable 
by the Postmaster General to give such further expedi­ 
tion to the great southern mail as to bring it in to Wash­ 
ington at nine o’clock at night, instead of five the next 
morning, so as to connect it with the morning, instead of 
the afternoon steamboat at Baltimore for Philadelphia; 
in doing this, the contractors were required so to expe­ 
dite as to gain one hour between Fayetteville and Pe­ 
tersburg. 
In the second section of their contract it was 
stipulated, that the Postmaster General may alter the 
times of arrival and departure fixed by said schedule, and 
alter the route ; he making an adequate compensation for 
any extra expense which may be occasioned thereby. 
In 
conformity with this stipulation, the increased expedi­ 
tion was ordered. 
The contractors furnished evidence 
to show that it required two additional teams, or eight 
horses and two drivers, and that the expense amounted 
to 2,000 dollars. 
This sum was therefore allowed thern 
by the Postmaster General, and it appears to have been no 
more than justice and the term sof tlicir contract required 
The road between Petersburgh and Raleigh, 142 miles, 
is stated to be unusually bad during the w.nter season; 
and the great weight to which the mails have grown, 
rendered it impracticable for it to be carried through in 
proper tune in coaches. 
To secure its regular and 
rapid transportation, the contractors from 
December 
1832, established a line of covered waggons, in which 
th e,g reat mail was carried, to run daily during the 
winter, so as entirely to exclude passengers; and in ad­ 
dition to this, they ran a line of coaches three times a 
week by which the intermediate and smaller offices 
might be supplied with the mail. 
This was running ten 
tunes instead of seven times a week. 
For this purpose 
the Postmaster General 
allowed them 2,600 dollars. 
The service appears to have been important to keep up 
without interruption the regular communication be­ 
tween the north and the south during the winter, when 
these roads are said to be extremely difficult to piss. 
Evidence satisfactory to the Postmaster General is riled 
in the department to show that the allowance made 
was hut a reasonable equivalent for the expense to which 
the service subjected the contractors. 
A contract was made with James F. Robinson, dated 
loth October, 1831, to transport the mail January 1, 
1832, to December 31, 1836, between Cincinnati, Ohio, 
and Georgetown, Ky.,72 miles, daily, in four horse post ! 
coaches, for 100U dollars a year. 
After this contract ! 
wa3 made, and before the service under it commenced, 
such increased expedition was given to the western 
mail as to carry it from Washington city, and from Bat- ' 
timore to Cincinnati, in two days less than under the 
former contracts, and to arrive aj Cincinnati at 6 o’clock : 
in the evening. 
To give to Kentucky the full benefit 
Of this expedition, it was deemed necessary to direct the 
contractor on this route to leave Cincinnati every night 
alter the arrival and distribution of the mail from the 
cast, at 7 o’clock, and arrive at Georgetown the next 
morning by 7 o’clock sons to connect with the mail to 
Louisville, 
lie was therefore directed, on the 29th 
December, 1831, to run through in 12 hours, instead of 
1 1 hours, his contract time. The schedule in the original 
contract was to leave Cincinnati at 4 o’clock in'" the 
morning, and arrive at Georgetown by fi o’clock in the 
evening; leave Georgetown at 6 o’clock in the morning, 
and arrive at Cincinnati by 7 in the evening, giving 14 
hours each way. and the day time for running. 'The 
alteration gave but 12 hours each w ly, and the night 
instead of the day for running. 
The contractor alleged 
that this increased expedition added to the difficulty 
of running in the night instead of the day. subjected him 
to an additional expense of $4,8UO a year, and claimed 
that sum as an extra compensation for the service. 
The 
second article of the contract stipulates, that the Post­ 
master General may alter the times of arrival and de­ 
parture, and alter the contract, lie receiving an ade- ! 
quate compensation lbr any extra expense that may be 
occasioned thereby. 
He did not reject the claim, but 
refused to make anv allowance until satisfactory evi- j 
dence should be produced of the amount of such extra 
expense. 
He therefore named two experienced stage 
proprietors in that State, John Hutchins and John G. 
Chiles, ami proposed to refer to them the decision of 
what was the extra expense, the Postmaster General still ; 
reserving to himself the right of determining what was ' 
equitable, after receiving their certificate. 
These gen- j 
tlernea certified that the increased expedition required ‘ 
four additional teams of four horses each, and two 
coaches—that the annual expense of the four teams was 
fairly esteemed at 800 dollars each, making 3,200 dol­ 
lars; and the two additioual coaches at 300 dollars, 
making an additional expense of 3,600 dollars per annum. 
1 he 1 ostmaster (««sneral was still unwilling to allow so 
large a sura; but three other citizens, Mites W. Dickey,

and John Dudly, certified that 
$ 1,1 mu a year would be but a moderate and reasonable 
compensation for the service. 
The Postmaster General, 
upon these testimonials, unde him an additional al- 
uwance of $3,000 a year. 
When it is considered, that 
in a contract like this, the contractor depends mainly 
upon his passengers to defray the expense of his per­ 
formance, especially when the times of running are such 
as will be most accommodating to passengers, as was 
the case orm.nallv

the fulfilment of which shall greatly increase the, ex- j 
pense, without any increase «.(' profit from the pissen- ' 
gers, hut rather tending to diminish their number, it 
seems reasonable that such increased expense should be 
borne by the department. 
This principle is also recog­ 
nised in the contract which provides that the Postmas­ 
ter General shall make an adequate compensation for 
such extra expense. 
Tho allowance then, is but the 
fulfilment of a stipulation in the original contract; and 
in this case, it appears to be just and equitable. 
Josiah Horton swears, that in 1832, he, with William 
Lewis and Thomas Lindsay, run n line of stages on the 
road from Frederick to Hagyerstown. in Maryland, at i 
the time when the articles of agreement referred to in j 
Mr Brown’s statement, were entered into between the 
Pennsylvania and National Road Companies— that that I 
agreement contained an article tending to injure him by 
driving him off the road ; and that he learned from Mr 
Carter and Mr Tomlinson« that 31» Brown received fif­ 
ty dollars of Mr Carter for the part he had taken in 
bringing about that «agreement. 
For the part which Mr 
Brown took, we refer to his statement on oath, 
by 
which it appears that he was not the author of the articles 
of agreement, nor were they dictated by him— that he ; 
was only the means of bringing the parties together, 
and urging the necessity of an adjustment of their dif­ 
ferences, and that he wrote articles for them after the 
parties had agreed upon the terms ; and that what he 
received from one ot the companies was on account of j 
the expense which he had incurred in performing a jour- ! 
nay to Pittsburgh and Wheeling, for the purpose of ef­ 
fecting an agreement between his friends. 
Mr Horton 
was not a mail contractor, nor did he carry a mail in 
the stages which be was running. 
It was rather an op- i 
position line to Mr Stockton, the contractor. 
If an* 
agreement between the companies, who were contrac­ 
tors, operated to the detriment of an opposition line ! 
upon either of their roads« we do not conceive it to be a 
proper subject of inference, either by the department or 
any other branch of the Government. 
Every citizen has 
a lawful right to run a line of stages upon any highway, 
at his pleasure ; and the proprietors of other lines, in 
making their arrangements lbr passengers, are under no 
obligation in law to guard his interest. 
But as this is a 
matter which has no refirrenee to the transportation of 
the mail, but passengers only, and that in stages which 
do not carry the mail, nor bear any relation to the de- 
partment, it is not a proper subject of inquiry or inter­ 
ference on our part. 
’There was nothing official in the 
transaction, nor any thing over which either the depart­ 
ment or Congress could exercise any control. 
Mr Horton also swears that he has been endeavoring 1 
for four years past to get contracts from the department, 
hut he has not been able to succeed ; that he has been 
the lowest bidder, he believes, a dozen times, yet the 1 
contracts are always give to others. 
He instances two ; 
cases—one *s, that he proposed to carry the mail he- 1 
tween \\ astiington and VVmchenter, via, Leesburg, for 
1300 dollars, hut the contract was given to Mr »loektou 
at 2300 dollars. 
W e have examined this case, and find the facts to be 
as follow s:— The route from Washington City, by 
Leesburg, to W inchester, 70 miles, and from Fairfield, 
C. H ., to W inchester, 56 miles, both three times a 
week, in four horse post coaches, were proposed to be 
taken by Messrs Stockton & Stokes, in 1830, at 4000 : 
dollars for the two routes, with the improvement on 
the former to run six times a week, for half of each 
year, betweeu W ashington and Leesburg, and to run 
three times a week between Alexandria and Leesburg, 
and to extend an afternoon mail six times a week from 
Washington to Baltimore, so as to deliver the Leesburg 
mail in Baltimore the same day it leaves Leesburg, in­ 
stead of suffering it to be detained at W ashington until the 
next day. 
Mr liorton’s hid on the route from W ashington by 
Leesburg to W inchester, was for 1370 dollars a year, 
and the lowest bid on the route from Fairfax, C. H ., 
to W inchester,(was 1800 dollars. 
If Mr HortoaJs bid 
had been accepted on the one route, and the lowest hid 
on the other route, then the two routes would have cost 
the department 3175 dollars a year. 
Mr Stockton was 
already the contractor on the route ; and his bid at 4000 
dollars for the two routes, with the improvements, was 
accepted. 
The difference was 825 dollars a year ; and 
for that sum the department received, by this accep­ 
tance, the additional service o f three mails a w eek, in 
four horse post coaches, between W ashington and Lees- , 
burg, and six afternoon mails a week between W ash- j 
ington and Baltimore, by which the mails from W in­ 
chester and Leesburg, and other places in the northern 
part of V irginia, were delivered in Baltimore the even­ 
ing of their arrival in W ashington, instead of being d«*- 
tained till the next day, and the facilities of an afternoon 
mail to Baltimore given to the citizens o f Washington, 
Georgetown, and 
Alexandria. 
The 
Post 
Master 
General considered this to he the best hid, and therefore 
accepted it. 
’The other case which he instances is that of the route 
between W ashington city and Lynchburg, Va. 200 
miles. 
He alleges that his hid was lovvei than that of 
.Mr Smith by $1500, as lie believes ; yet Mr Smith ob­ 
tained the contract. 
T he facts appear to be as follows : 
Willimn Smith, of Virginia, had, about a year before 
the advertising of this route, in 1830, 
the period to 
which Horton’s affidavit refers, established a line of 
four horse [Hist coaches, to run three times a week on 
the whole route between W ashington and Lynchburg. 
W hen, in 1830, the advertisement was issued for pro­ 
posals for the whole of the southern section, Mr Smith 
proposed to renew his contract on this route at $6000 
a year, for four years, from the first of January, 1831. 
Mr Horton proposed to take the contract at $5450 a 
year, as appears by the proposal books, 
making a dif­ 
ference of 550 dollars a year, and not 
1500, as Mr 
Horton supposed. 
Mr Smith also proposed, without 
auy further compensation, to 
furnish the mail with 
guards, if, at any time, it should become necessary on 
this route, as it had on several other routes. 
Hu also 
bound hiinself to make such provision for passengers on 
the route from W inchester, connecting with this at Fair­ 
fax C\ 1L, as would supersede the necessity of extend­ 
ing that mute from Fairfax C. 
11. to Alexandria, 14 
miles. 
T he Postmaster General considered Mr Smith’s 
hid the most eligible of the two, if he luid only regarded 
the improvements. 
But there were other considera­ 
tions before him. 
It is usual to give a preference to 
old contractors, when they are known to he faithful.— 
Mr Smith was the former contractor on this route, and, 
us such, was very favorably known to the Department. 
Mr Horton does not appear to have beeu favorably 
known to the Department. 
The present 
Postmaster 
General had been hut a little more than a year in office, 1 
and for a knowledge of the character o f eon tractor*, he, 
of course, referred to the testimonials left in the De­ 
partment by his predecessor. 
From them he doea not 
appear to have found any thing favorable respecting Mr 
Horton. 
It appears that in the fall of 1828, when the ! 
last lettings were made under Mr McLean, Josiah Horton ® 
& Co. proposed to carry the mail daily, in stages, be­ 
tween Boston and Providence, 42 miles, for 690 dollars 
a year. 
Under the record o f this proposal is written, 
in the hand writing of the late Postmaster General, the 
following note : “ The persons associated with Mr Hor­ 
ton not being made known to the Department, and as 
there is a considerable amount of property on this route, 
which, by the rules of this Department, must be pur­ 
chased by the under bidder, it is believed that he does 
not possess the means to purchase the game.
